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YOU ARE WHAT YOU READ 


We must take action toward stemming the 
flood of objectionable literature in our 
neighborhood stores. Displayed on racks 
for all to see and purchase, there are gar- 
ish comic books which glorify sex, horror 
and the techniques of crime. The void 
created by banishing evil literature must 
be filled by that which is good. 

There is an old proverb: “Tell me what you 
read, and I'll tell you what you are.” Applying 
this adage to the people of the United States, 
what must be the mentality of most Americans, 
considering the “pap”—mistakenly called liter- 
ature—on which we thrive today? 


There are some 300 million pocket-sized books 
bought by American readers. Many have inno- 
cent titles, but the contents of them are filthy.” 
The distribution of this lewd literature is “sup- 
ported by the editors of many metropolitan 
newspapers on the principle of ‘freedom of the 
press.” As one magazine aptly expressed it, 
they are marketed through “a sales appeal of sex 
and spice and things not nice. 

As for comic books, out of 450 popular comics, 
40% are bad for children; 50% more are on the 
border line, leaving only 10% unobjectionable. 
Many contain smutty and blasphemous lang- 
uage. “Others are tolerant of, and even friendly 
toward, the use of dope, sex perversion and 
crime-planning.” This literature is doing a thor- 
ough job of sabotaging the morality of our 
youth—is doing more harm to the morals of our 
young people, than the schools are doing good. 
’ This is quite a disturbing result. 

Mr. James Bobo, a Baptist, and associate coun- 
sel to the Senate Judiciary Sub-committee on 
Juvenile Delinquency, stated recently in Cin- 
cinnati, that the nation is fighting a “losing bat- 
tle” against printed filth. He said that approxi- 
mately 100 million comic books are published 
every month, and that about one-fourth of them 
are in the “horror-crime” class. He stated: “One 
of the most alarming features of juvenile delin- 
quency today, is that youngsters of 14 or 15 are 
committing more crimes of violence — robbery, 
rape, even murder—than ever before.” He is 
convinced that many parents “have, no, idea what 
their children read, what company they keep,

REPORTS ON CLSA — CCI

sion on Law and Social Action and of the Com- 
mission on Community Interrelations were pre- 
sented by Mr. Shad Polier, Chairman of the Ex- 
ecutive Committee ef CLSA, and Dr. Alfred

YOUR EDITOR APPEALS TO YOU 


If you had been in the packed Superior Court Room in Newark, 
New Jersey during the eight day trial, beginning March 29, 1955, 
you would have been amazed and curious as to why Jerome C. 
Eisenberg was so anxious and determined to prevent the presenta- 
tion of evidence showing the American Jewish Congress’s connec- 
tions with Communist fronts cited by the Un-American Activities 
Committee. 

Bear in mind that Rabbi Joachim Prinz who sued Conde 
McGinley saying “it is high time that this scurrilous sheet was put 
out of business” was at the time active Vice President of the Amer- 
ican Jewish Congress, also Chairman of Executive Committee and 
Honoray President of the New Jersey branch of the American Jew- 


ish Congress, and now Chairman of the World Affairs Committee 


of the World Jewish Congress. 
Mr. McGinley’s attorneys had in court, ready to present if 


necessary, six brief cases of documented material such as the names 
of two hundred officers, former officers and most active members of 
the American Jewish Congress, with a total of nine hundred Com- 
munist Fronts they belonged to, also the names of forty Rabbis, 
Members of the A. J. C., and their Communist Front connections. 
The President of A. J. C., Rabbi Israel Goldstein, has twelve Com- 
muist front citations. All these citations were by the Congressional 
Committee of Congress, the Un-American Activities Committee. 

The Judge stated he would not recognize any citations by the 
Un-American Activities Committee. We tried to present the Minutes 
of the Executive Committee of A. J. C., showing the resolutions 
demanding the abolition of Un-American Activities Committee 
opposing the Loyalty Oath and the McCarran-Walters Immigration 
Law, which was passed to screen out spies from entering the United 
States. The A. J. C. had brought several suits to remove the 
Christian Bible from Public Schools. The Defense tried to presen’ 
material published by the A. J. C. defending the Ked publication, 
“The Nation.”. A. J. C. cooperated with Paul Robeson, negro Com- 
munist singer. We also wished to present evidence showing tha~ 
affiliated with the A. J. C. were a number of subversive organiza- 
tions such as Jewish People’s Front anil American Jewish Labor 
Council. 

Attempt was als:, made to present a folder printed by A. J. C. in 
several eslors, boasting that they kad brought. suit and political 
pressure in New York City to remove the ban on the sacrilegious 
éim <«picting the Mother of Jesus as a prostitute. Among hundreds 
oi articles of evidence ready to offer in connection with A. J. C. and 
Rabbi Prinz, were letterheads of the Emergency Civil Liberty Com- 
mittee bearing Rabbi Prinz’s name. 

The DAILY WORKER of May 10, 1955 carries an appeal by 
the Emergency Civil Liberties, Committee calling for big attend- 
ance at their mass meeting May 18th in connection with the Un- 
American Activities Hearings in Newark. They stated “let the Un- 
American Activities Committee feel the hostility of the decent 
people of the state.” Incorporated in this appeal is a statement by 
the Communist Party of New Jersey demanding that Common Sense 
be investigated! 

Kirkpatrick Dilling, one of the Defense Attorneys, tried to get 
Rabbi Prinz to admit that two of his close friends, Rabbi Stephen 
Wise who was responsible for bringing him into this country and 
Albert Einstein, were Communists. Rabbi Prinz admitted he had 
preached a sermon in favor of clemency for Ethel and Julius Rosen- 
berg, who were executed as spies. Rabbi Prinz, according to pub- 
lished reports, has made speeches advocating “mercy killings”. We 
also tried to introduce evidence that A. J. C. had joined the Com- 
munist Party in court action to prevent Communist teachers from 
being removed from schools in New York. 


In view of the record of the American Jewish Congress, of 
which Rabbi Prinz was top policy making officer, it is ironical to 
note the CLSA Report states “the trial vindicated the A. J. C. in its 
fight for Justice and Decency.” 

During nine years publication, eleven printers have been intimi- 
dated into discontinuing printing “Common Sense”. Threat of boy- 
cott and, in several cases, printers were actually prevented from 
securing any paper stock. The B’nai Brith Messenger, foremost 
Jewish publication, issue 3-21-52 boasted that they had prevented 
“Common Sense” from securing paper from any jobbers. 

Among other acts of “justice and decency,” our plate glass front 
was smashed in twice and four bombs set off. Two of our men were 
beaten with tire chains, I was falsely arrested, handcuffed and 
placed in jail. The Jewish Talmud plainly states non-Jews have no 
rights whatever, and are like cattle to serve the Jews. 

It is reported that A. J. C. has fifty thousand members and it is 
also part of the World Jewish Congress, the top Zionist organiza- 
tion, which functions in sixty-five countries. Louis D. Brandies, 
prominent Zionist and Member of the United States Supreme Court, 
before he died urged the Jews “organize, organize, organize”! 

In fear of organized, minority pressure groups, our government 
must place Jews or their stooges in key positions as ordered. In large 
cities, organized Jews have taken over the Democratic Party and are 
well on the way to complete control of the Republica . Political 
parties contrcl appointments of officials and judges. 

The Un-American Activities Committee held hearings four days 
in Newark, N. [., starting May 16th. Twenty-three people were 
vatied and ‘invoked the Fifth Ameudment when asked if they were 
Journpanists. Nearly all aie Jews, who insulted and defied Con 
grevsizan Francis Wz,ters, Gordon Sherer and Clyde Doyle. Gabrie! 
Bioksberg we: Mrown out bodily. A week before the Hearings, the 
Newer’ .eachers Union, learning that they were to be called, held 
3 meeting to decide upon tactics to be used, The Star-Ledger for 
May 11, 1955 stated that their attorney in open session advised them 
to take the Fifth Amendment. Who is the Attorney? Jerome C. Lis- 
enberg, who was attorney for Rabbi Joachim Prinz in the suit 
against me. 

During the trial, Eisenberg appeared horrited when Defens+ 
attorneys attempted to bring in Communisin. The trial in which a 
judgment of ¢°0,000 was secured against me, was followed up by a 
nation-wide sm.ar. The New York World Telegram also ran a series 
of attacks on Senator McCarthy that were wi *'en by Frederick 
Woltman, a Jew. Th’s untrue smear carried my pict ire on the front 
page, doctored to loox like a criminal. 

The Anti-Defamation League which promoted ths, used their 
influence as Jewish advertisers on papers over the United States to 
force republishing of this smear in a final effort to confuse patriots 
and reduce their financial support and destroy us. 

The 
Marxists know they cannot complete their plan to take over entirely 
as long as a newspaper with wide circulation exposes their moves.

Marrow, Chairman of CCI. Mr. Polier’s report 
referred to (1) testimony presented in opposi- 
tion to the Mundt-Nixon Bill by Aaron Lewittes, 
member of the Executive Committee of CLSA, 
who represented the Congress at the hearings be- 
fore ‘the Senate Judiciary Committee; (2) the 
brief amicus curiae filed in a taxpayer's suit in 
the New York Court of Appeals to invalidate 
allocation of public funds to Canisius College, 
a Jesuit School; (3) action in opposition to the 
New York. system of released time for religious 
education; {4) the brief amicus curiae filed in 
the Kemp v. Rubin case, the first to be presented 
to a court following the U. S. Supreme Court 
decision outlawing judicial enforcement of re- 
strictive covenants. In its brief, the Congress 
urged the, Court of Appeals to declare the re- 
strictive covenant void as against public policy. 
Mr. Polier pointed out in response to a query 
that a group libel bill was in preparation and 
that every effort was being made to secure the 
proper sponsorship for the bill in Washington. 
In his, report on CCI projects, Dr. Marrow 
referred to (1) the. Oklahoma University Law 


School case in which Dr. Cook gave testimony 
on behalf of the NAACP, based upon the nation- 
wide survey of social science opinion undertaken 
by CCI; (2) the publication in the fall by 


(3) the study of “Group Belongingness”, whi 
seeks to determine the attitudes of children and 
adults toward being members of the Jewish 
people. 
REPORTS ON WOMEN’S DIVISION 

Judge Justine Polier, President of the Wom- 
en's Division, reported on decisions taken at re- 
cent meetings of its National Board. These were 
designed to strengthen the programmatic activ- 
ity of the Division, bring about more effective 
liaison between local chapters, divisions and the 
national office, develop techniques mest effec- 
tive in retaining old and securing new members, 
effect more adequate budgetary planning on all 
levels, give maximum support to the AJC. It was 
also decided, in response to innumerable re- 
quests, to establish a Louise Waterman Wise 
Memorial in the form of a Louise Waterman 
Wise Fellowship. The Women’s Division also 


decided to discontinue its Congress Refugee 


Houses. Discussing her recent visits to chapters 
of the Women’s Division throughout the country, 
Judge Polier reported finding great enthusiasm 
ever Congress achievements in the last few 


years. 
REPORT ON FINANCE 


Mr. Harold Cohen, Chairman of the Control 
Committee, reported on the financial status ot 
the Congress, analyzing the various suurces of 
income for the year and the estimated budgets 
of the different departments. He stated that al- 
though Congress began the year with a deficit 
of $317,000, the deficit as of April 80th has been 
reduced to $215,000 and that by the end of the 
year it was expected to be less than $50,000. 
Allocations from the United Jewish Appeal in 
New York and appropriations from Welfare 
Funds constitute the principal sources of income. 


NATIONAL AFFILIATES 
Mr. Charles Sonnenreich reported on behalt 
of the committee to study the question of the 
terms and conditions upon which national organ- 
izations may become affiliated with the Con- 
gress. The committee, he said, had invited all 
organizations listed as. affiliates to designate

or where they spend their time.” He cited the 
Chicago youth who set fire to a tenement house, 
causing 11 deaths. Later, it was learned he had 
collected comic books dealing with arson. 

Mr. Bobo pointed out that a number of 
psychologists, who have written approvingly of 
comic books, have been found to be on the pay- 
roll of the comic book industry. He feels that 
parents must take the lead, and that “religion 
must play a great part in stemming the tide of 
juvenile delinqvency.” in this regard, he said, 
“the Catholic Church is doing a tremendous 
amount of good.” 

Senator William A. Purtell of Connecticut, 
spoke out quite plainly against printed filth, 
saying: “Ten cents will buy your child a short 
course in murder, mayhem, robbery, rape and 
worse.” The sad thing is that the child does not 
have to look very far, for he can purchase such 
material in most drug stores, dime stores, con- 
fectionaries, many grocery stores, news-stands, 
and even in the lobbies of many public build- 
ings. There is no escaping the tripe, for it can be 
found even in the smallest towns. ©

zhase, the sordid-confession and true-story type 
magazines, which are educating our ‘young 
people in the ways of lust; plus the movie and 
fam magazines, with their false idols and tin 
gods. According to the movie and fan maga- 
zines, the happiest people in the world are those 
with fame, fortune, glamour, handsome profiles,

and good-looking husbands or wives—in other 
words, the Hollywood, Broadway and television 
stars. What a laugh. You have but to read the 
public record to see how few of these very 
people, who seem to have everything, really 
have nothing—least of all, true peace or lasting 
happiness. For the most part, theirs are bitter 
and lonely lives, because they are centered on 
themselves, and God is left out. This, however, 
does not keep many of our young boys and girls 
from trying to follow the same unhappy, and 
often sipirtually disastrous path, because of the 
drivel they read in some the movie and fan 


magazines. 


We Have Missed the Boat 


Today, there is a great hue and cry about the 
danger of bad comic books, and other literature. 
Almost every day you can read in the religious 
and secular papers of this or that group, which 
has organized a campaign to rid the stores and 
news-stands of objectionable magazines and 
comic books. City officials and others in higher 
authority are joining in the fight. All this action 
is commendable, and should be continued. Un- 
fortunately, however, it comes much too late— 
for the great damage to the minds and souls of 
millions of our children, already has been done. 
It’s like locking the barn after the horse has been 
stolen. We have missed the boat. 


More than 15 years ago, J. Edgar Hoover, 
chief of the Federal Bureau of Investigation, 
asserted that “the increasing number of sex 
crimes is due precisely to sex literature madly 
presented in certain magazines. Filthy literature 
is the great moron maker. It is creating criminals 
faster than the jails can be built.” How sad, but 
how true. Time and again, Mr. Hoover has 


issued strong warnings about the danger of filthy 
literature in comics, magazines, and the pocket- 
sized novels—but we didn’t pay any attention. 

Dr. Bella Dodd, once the nation’s top woman 
Communist, has stated publicly, that Commu- 
nist interests are financing 85% of the flood of 
insidious comic books in this country. Their aim 
to deprive children of worth-while reading ma- 
terials, and to deprive them by filling them with 
thoughts of violence and gruesome injustice. 
Most of us tend to be skeptical of, or ignore, 
such statements, feeling all this won't effect our 
children. 

Today, however, there is genuine cause for 
alarm, because of the rising tide of juvenile 
delinquency. Even our gvod, normal childreu 
are being hurt by the flood of indecent literature. 
We often refer to our youths as “The hope of 
tomorrow,”. telling them that “the future of 
America is in your hands.” It inight be well to 
ask, what hope is there for the future of this 
country, or for the youths themselves, if they 
are not raised as decent citizens. What kind of 
parents will they make? How can they be good 
future citizens or parents if they are raised on 
trash? It is a serious problem that should cause 
much soul-searching on the part of American 
parents. 

Women’s and Picture Magazines 

In the fight against immoral literature, many 
people overlook completely the great harm 
caused by many of our seemingly innocent, and 
widely accepted, women’s and picture maga- 
zines, which are mailed into the homes and sold 
publicly everywhere. In many respects, these are 
far worse than the out and out sordid literature, 
because their approach is far more clever. In 
many cases, these will make frequent use of 
actual truths and half-truths to get over “the big 
lie.” This may seem incredible, so we invite the 
readers of this article to make a little test for 
themselves, to see the truth of this statement. 


Mothers and housewives should take a look 
through back copies, or future issues, of the 
most popular women’s and digest magazines 
that enter the home. See how many will have 
fine articles of general interest, stories that are 
apparently harmless, and even excellent treatises 
on religious truths. In the midst of all these, how 
often is there not included an article with, per- 
haps, the caption, “Is Chastity Outmoded?” Such 
an article, usually is written by two doctors, (?), 
one giving his views for, and the other against, 
the subject discussed. The article is very well 
written. Both cases will be presented quite logi- 
cally, and the reader seemingly is left to make 
her own decision as to which is correct. 

Many find themselves accepting the views 
against chastity, because the clever appeal is 
made to the natural instincts. 

Even worse, are the picture magazines which 
have become so popular within the past 15 years. 
Any layman has but to pick up back copies, or 
perhaps the current issue within arm’s reach. 
There, he may find several pages devoted to an 
excellent article by some prominent layman, or 
Church official. There may be several pages of 
beautiful religious masterpieces, Madonnas, 
churches, etc.—all very Christian and very im- 
pressive. However, on the very next page, he 
may find a page of pin-up or beauty queens, or 
an article glorifying burlesque. He may find 
pictures of practically naked women in some 
grotesque dance, or presented under the guise 
of art. What an insult to God. (It’s like the many 
stores and news-stands that openly sell filthy 
literature, and right alongside they have for 
sale, pictures or statues of Jesus. What a mock- 
ery.) But because these lewd pictures may be 
presented in our favorite magazine, which is so 
fair to religion, we apparently see nothing wrong 
in them, aud look at them as part of American 
life. What fools we be. Oh the harm done by 
such: pictures. 

American Pin-Up Craze 

In our country, the pin-up girl has become an 
American synibol of all that is worth having in 
life. We have developed a “cheese-cake men- 
tality.” Such pictures surround us everywhere. 
They are used fiequently in our daily news- 
papers and many of our magazines. They are 
sent in great numbers to our “men” (in their 
late-teens) in the service, to line the walls of 
their barracks. Sul: pictures are supposed to

ISRAEL 

Dri: David Petegorsky described the intensive 
activity: undertaken by Congress, its chaptem, 
divisions and branches throughout the country 
prior to and since the establishment of the State 
of Israel. He stated that when developments in- 
dicated Britain’s role in arming and giving sup- 
port to Arab States, Dr. Wise on behalf of Con- 
gress sent telegrams to President Truman and 
Secretary Marshall, calling for a stoppage of 
financial aid to, Britain, and that all Congress 
chapters were requested to take similar action. 
The National Office filed a protest with the State 
Department, urging immediate action to bring 
about the release of the 41 Jews seized by the 
Lebanese government. 


The question was raised by Mr. Quatt as to 
whether, in accordance with the resolution of 
the Congress Convention, a Palestine Commis- 
sion had been formed. Dr. Petegorsky replied 
that five members of the Commission have been 
appointed, namely, Prof. Oscar Janowsky, Rabbi 
Roland Gittelsohn, Rabbi Ira Eisenstein, Rabbi 
Theodore Lewis, Mrs. Anna C. Schneiderman, 
but that, in view of the swift developments in 
Israel requiring day-by-day action, there has not 
been time fully to constitute or define the func- 
tion of the Palestine Commission. 


It was urged that the Palestine Commission 
be immediately set up and authorized to carry 
out the mandate of the Convention. 


It wads moved that the Palestine Commission 
undertake to call in the name of the Congress a 
conference to formulate a program in aid of the 
State of Israel. A substitute motion was adopted 
authorizing the officers of the Congress to ex- 
plore the feasibility of calling a national con- 
ference on Palestine, under the auspices of the 
Congress. 

A considerable discussion followed in which 
a number of the members expressed the view 
that the Congress should sponsor the movement 
for a boycott of British goods and services. It 
was the sense of the meeting, however, while 
favoring the idea of such a boycott, the officers 
of the Congress. be empowered to consult with 
responsible representatives of the State of Israel, 
in order to ascertain whether the launching of 
the boycott would be in the best interest of the 
people: of Israel. 

WORLD JEWISH CONGRESS 

In view of the lateness of the hour, it was de- 
cided that an effort be made to convene a special 
meeting for the specific purpose of discussing 
the second session of the World Jewish Con- 
gress) which will open June 27th,,at..Montreux, 
Switzerland. Dr. Petegorsky announced that del- 
egates representing the Jewish communities of 
more than; sixty couritries throughout the world 
will participate in the Session and that about 40 
delegates'have been accredited by the AJC and 
its affiliated organizations. 

The meeting was adjourned at 11 P.M.

In every: kind of war, be it “hot” or “cold”, 
one of the first prerequisites is to have a clear 
and undistorted picture of one’s enemy, because 
false or biassed informations are liable to lead to 
wrong decisions, and wrong decisions bring with 
wrong actions which may end in a complete 
disaster..... 

Nothing illustrates this better than the fate of 
Hitler whose actions during the war with USSR 
were mostly inspired by the Russia-hater Rosen- 
berg who helped Hitler to lose the war which, 
actually, was already won by Germany.

Vol. 65 page 58 Illinois Supreme. Court Re- 
ports — James Walsh vs. The People of Illinois 
defines MISDEMEANORS: 

“Misdemeanor defined: Misdemeanors com- 
prise all offenses lower than felonies which may 
be subject to indictment. They are of two 
classes, such as are mala in se, or punishable at 
common law, and such as are mala prohibita, 
or penal by statute. 

“Misdemeanors at common law. Whatever, 
under the first class, mischievously affects the 
person or property of another, or openly out- 
rages decency, or disturbs public order, or is 
injurious to the public, or is a breach of official 
duty, when done corruptly, is the subject of 
indictment.” 

We know that those in high places in the 
Federal government who tied the hands of our 





commanders and fighting men in Korea did so 


in order to give aid and comfort to the enemy. 
Under the above definition they are centainly 
guilty of causing the death of hundreds of men 
in the Armed forces which outrages decency, is 
injurious to the public and was a breach of 
official duty by those who were sworn to “pre- 
serve, defend and guard” the Constitution, of 
the United States and to protect this country 
against “all enemies foreign and domestic.”
